upon the strength of the national ar- 
mies which are at its disposition, tben 
it will be at the mercy ot no one." 


Armenia Unsaved 


As the situation now stands, iJa Fon- 


tain said, the league is composed of 42 
states with armies numbering millions 
and yet is unable to save Armenia. 
He demanded formation of an inter- 
national general staff and immediate 
employment of an international force, 
under the league in behalf of Armenia 
"thereby demonstrating to the world 
the effectiveness of the leagu."

Apparently disclaiming the conten- 


tion thai it is* "dead" the League of Na- 
t;ons has assembled at Geneva, organ- 
ized and is proceeding with its busi- 
ness of promoting international peace. 
Forty-two nations are represented, and 
if we arc to accept the indictments re- 
gistered against the League these na- 
tions have surrendered their sover- 
eignty, they have abandoned their na- 
tionality, they have destroyed their 
constitutions and have handed them- 
selves over to a super-government 
which can order them into war at the 
•whim of an alien council. The fact 
that they do not themselves hold this 
opinion cannot of course alter the cor- 
rectness of the position taken by those 
of a contrary view in one other nation. 
They all have the sympathy of the bit- 
ter-enders in this country, including 
the. small nations which have eagerly 
joined the league and arc! anxious to 
make it function. 


The United States is conspicuous by 


its absence from this gathering which 
seeks to substitute peace for war. The 
other nations which are outside the 
League include Germany. Russia. Tur- 
key. Mexico. Austria. Hungary and 
Bulgaria. Presumably 
they arc the 


"free" nations which do not propose 
to surrender their sovereignty to a su- 
per-state. Yetrthis is not wholly so, for 
Germany has applied for membership, 
seemingly indifferent to the conten- 
tions of her partisans in America who 
bitterly oppose the League and hold 
that she will seal herself in bondage if 
admitted.

OPEN ROADS IX

What I am trying to 
explain is that eczema is not an entity—any school- 
boy will instantly grasp my meaning now. It is 
no more^an entity than "indigestion" is. There. 
Now I am sure to be understood, for everybody who 
has progressed beyond Dr.

knows that "indigestion" is just a vague name for 
discomfort, produced by all manner of diseases and 
difficulties and not a disease or definite condition ot 
the body.

new machinery is needed for the now 
process, and the cost, whether the 
project is practicable on a small scale. 
Equipped with facts, figures, and per- 
haps a small working plant 
where 


syrup has been successfully made by 
the Government process, the bureau 
is in a. position to furnish help to any- 
one who is interested. 


The branch of the Bureau of Chem- 


istry which is to form this liaison be- 
tween science and the public is called 
the Oflioe of Development Work.

was planned by Dr.'Carl Alsberg,

the Bureau of Chemistry, 


who felt that the discoveries 
of his 


bureau were not often enough under- 
stood by the people who could have 
made use of them. The trouble

that the bureau had no way of help- 
ing peaple who were always writing 
to it to know if each new

To help these business men

dye which sells for |20 a pound and 
can be made from cobs for about 15 
cents. Some day the farmer may be 
able to sell his corncobs for a very 
good price, but it is not likely that ho 
would ever be»able to extract dye or 
glue from them himself, because that 
is a proposition which demands de- 
velopment on a fairly large scale to 
return sufficient profits. It would be 
obviously ridiculous for a. farmer to 
collect a few, baskets of cobs into a 
corner of the barn and try to produce 
corncob dye to compete 
with the 


product of a big, efficiently-run dye 
factory. 
The Bureau of Chemistry is at pres- 


ent working on a number of experi- 
ments which, if later developed by its 
engineers, would be of great sen-ice 
to the country. For example, there 
are the tanning experiments. Farm 
hides generally sell for considerably 
less than those put out by big tan- 
neries, because a lot Is either not so 
well-skinned and preserved, or else 
there are apt to be some carelessly 
tanned hides, possibly with cuts m 
them, in an otherwise good assort- 
nfent. 
Improper tanning partly ex- 


plains why some shoes wear out so 
quickly. The Bureau of Chemistry is 
making a study of improved methods 
of tanning and as a result of its work 
has got out a bulletin telling how to 
tan hides. Formerly this was as far 
as the bureau could go.

IN GROCERY BUSINESS 


The earnings of the average retail 


grocer do not put him in the million- 
aire class or anywhere near It. accord- 
ing to an article appearing on "Com- 
munity Betterment," in the Appleton 
Chamber of Commerce bulletin. 


The article gives flgurea taken from 


a recent survey made by the Harvard 
Bureau of Business Research covering1 
263 stores. It state* that the average 
retail grocery store carries a 110,000 
»tock, turns it eight times a year and 
soils it at a gross profit of 17 per cent 
to make a net profit of two per cent 
on aalee. 


The common operating expense in 


percentage of sales was found .to bet' 
Wages, 6.3 per cent; salaries, two per 
cent; miscellaneous expense, 2.5 per 
cent; fixed charges and upkeep, 3.2 
per cent; 
advertising two-tenths of 


one per cent. This, made the total ex- 
pense 14.2 per cent which must be de- 
ducted from the gross proflt of 17 per 
cent, leaving the grocer 2.81 per cent 
for himself. 


One store was found to turn 
tts 


stock every ten business days, bnt 
the store with the lowest total ex- 
pense, 6.57 per cent on sales, had a 
stock turn of 13.2 times a year.
